Star Convincingly Portrays Phony Fortune Teller 
in Highly Entertaining and Novel Picture 


OVERS of entertainment in general, and Warren ,William 
fans in particular, were given both a treat and a surprise 


when The ‘‘Mind Reader, 


’ the latest production from the 


First National studios starring this versatile actor, opened at the 
Se eee eee Theatre last evening. 

In a role completely different from ,those he has portrayed 
for the last year or so, Warren William adds to his reputation for 
versatility in a boisterous, lusty picture of a shrewd, glib mounte- 
bank. His portrayal of Chandra The Great, carnival fortune- 
teller at first, later purveyor of “‘supernatural’’ secrets to million- 
aires’. wives, deserves to rank with the immortal Wallingford. 


If police statistics are anywhere 
near correct, the number of sharpers 
who get rich by playing upon human 
credulity through various types of 
fortune-telling “rackets,” runs into 
thousands, in the United States 
alone. 

“The Mind Reader,” though not 
primarily an expose of these frauds, 
nevertheless takes the spectator be- 
hind the scenes of the erystal-gaz- 
ing game, and shows how a few 
telephone wires and a trained con- 
federate can make a “psychic” of 
any quick-witted man or woman 
who has no objection to making 
money in that manner.

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You can make a very interesting 
advance stage stunt by working out 
an actual scene from “The Mind 
Reader,” In the picture Warren Wil- 
liam as a phoney mind reader sends 
one of his assistants through the 
audience getting questions on their 
most pressing problems. The assis- 
tant goes to the mind reader with 
the answers. The mind reader orders 
the answers consigned to the flames 
without his reading them. The as- 
sistant salaams half a dozen times 
and dumps the answers into a big 
brass bowl standing on what ap- 
pears to be a solid marble pedestal. 
Smoke is coming from the bowl. The 
assistant goes behind the bowl fac- 
ing the audience, makes a few more 
salaams and mystie passes so that 


the audience can plainly see the 


papers falling into the bowl . 
Smoke increases and a few tiny 
flames come up from the bowl. 
Actually the bowl and pedestal 
are hollow. The questions fall 
through the bowl and _ pedestal. 
Around the edge of the bowl is a 
narrow ledge which contains the 


smoke rags giving the appearance 
of a fire. The questions roll through 
the pedestal into a pipe beneath the 
stage. Another assistant planted un- 
der the stage picks up the slips. He 
has on a_ breast-plate telephone 
set which is connected to the 
mind reader by means of ear phones 
worn under the turban. The assis- 
tant reads the questions and the 
mind reader pulls his act much to 
the amazement of the audience who 
are astounded at his ability to pick 
the questions out of “thin air.” 


A typical question and answer 
are: 


Q. Is my husband true to me? 
Ruth T, 


A. Yes, he is true as steel. Pay 
no attention to the gossip of jealous 
neighbors, my dear Ruth—I was 
going to say the last name but 
caught myself just in time. Believe 
and trust your husband—he loves 
you. But beware of a dark woman 
who ealls herself your friend. 


If possible work this as a lobby 
stunt.
